Ottawa, Ont., May 27.—Word that 


the resolution of 
Canadian 
soldiers 


has given in Europe rather a differ­ 


ent view of North America to many 


people who before had not the occa­ 


sion to consider this continent was 
brought to Ottawa by Dr. R. J. Manion, 
of Fort William, Ontario. 
Dr. Manion had an unusual experi­ 
ence. 
Three months ago he paid his 
way across the Atlantic, bought his 
uniform, offered his services as sur­ 
geon to the British Red Cross in Paris 
and found there was no opening. 
He 
was proffered a place in one of the 
Anglo-French hospitals and accepted. 
He found himself a member of the 
surgical staft of a hospital established 
in the historic Chateau de Rimberlieu, 
the property of Count de Berthune, 
seven miles north of Compiegne and 
but four miles back 
of 
the 
French 
line. 
“We had a 
telephone 
connection 
with the trenches and we could see 
the flash of bursting shells from our 
windows, and it was said that of all 
the hospitals this was the nearest to 
the lines,” said Dr. Manion. 
“There were sixty beds in the hos­ 
pital. 
It 
was 
maintained 
under 
French military direction largely by 
English money. 
The nurses and or­ 
derlies, 
almost 
without 
exception, 
were persons of wealth, of prominent 
French 
and 
English 
families, 
and 
pianv of them were titled. 
Two of 
tthe 
nurses 
were 
daughters of the 
Count de Berthune, the oVner of the 
chateau; another was the Countess 
de Bange, another the Marquise de 
Chabannes, 
another 
Miss 
Nevill, 
grand-niece of Lord Beaconsfield; an­ 
other a niece of Casimir Berrier, late 
president of France. 
“No one on the staff received re­ 
muneration; instead they contributed 
from sixty to two hundred dollars a 
I month for the privilege of doing the 
tedious, exacting and often unpleas­ 
ant work which is required of nurses 
and orderlies iii every hospital. 
The 
ambulances were motors belonging to 
these nurses and orderlies. 
The do­ 
mestics of the institution were chiefly 
their maids or servants or chauffeurs. 
“There may have been a few pa kl 
domestics, but certainly no one else, 
from the chief surgeon down, receiv­ 
ed a wrage. 
“I left Canada 
a 
good democrat 
and return as I left, but I must con­ 
fess a feeling of admiration 
and re­ 
spect for the aristocrats 
I 
met 
in 
I this hospital doing 
what 
they con- 
! ceived to be their duty in these ter­ 
rible times. 
In 
the hospital ladies 
, who had been waited upon all their 
I lives cheerfully performed tasks they 
could not require 
of 
their 
maids. 
They accepted 
the 
hospital routine 
| of night and day watches and faith­ 
fully administered to the 
needs of 


j the wounded soldiers of all ranks. 
“Among others 
who 
served were 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Gray, 
of 
Cambridge. 
He acted as an orderly and she as 
a nurse. They paid the hospital two 
hundred dollars a month; they gave 
it Hie services of a motor and their 
chauffeur, and they persistently pur­ 
chased all sorts of things for the in­ 
stitution. 
“One of the finest characters and 
one of the most useful persons about 
the place was 
Rev. 
Mr. 
Gedge, a 
Church of England clergyman from 
York cathedral. 
He 
performed the 
dual duties of orderly and chauffeur, 
driving as a ambulance a car given 
his congregation for that purpose.

I GENERAL MONUMENT RAISED 


Erected to the 
Memory of Soldiers 


Who Fell in Battle 


Paris, May 27.—The first 
general 
monument raised to the 
memory of 
soldiers fallen in battle has jest been 
completed by reservists of the engi­ 
neering corps near Meux. 
It 
is a 
truncated pyramid of stone 
and ce­ 
ment on a macadam foundation, bor­ 
dered with a mosaic of broken stone. 
It 'bears on a marble slab 
in front 
this inscription, in red letters: 
“To the memory of the .soldiers of 
the arm y of Paris, 
who 
died upon 
the battlefield of the Ourcq, Septem­ 
ber, 1914.” 
Another marble slab bears Hugo’s 
lines: 
“Glory to our eternal France; 
Glory to those who died for her.” 
The monument stands 
on the ex­ 
treme edge of the 
field, 
where was 
fought the battle 
that 
turned 
the 
tide in favor of the allies, and made 
possible the victory of the Marne.

catiffh by the eyewitness present with 
the British general 
headquarters 
in 
France. 
When a man is shot down during 
an advance, he is probably left lying 
in the open under a hail of shrapnel. 
From this position he is rescued by 
two stretcher bearers who choose an 
opportune time for rushing out and 
bearing 
him 
to 
the 
shelter of a 
trench. 
He is then conveyed through 
a communicating trench to the regi­ 
mental aid post in a dugout or cellar. 
There he receives first aid from an 
army surgeon. 
The stretcher bearers 
may be either selected from his own 
company 
or 
from the Royal Army 
Medical Corps. 
After first aid, the wounded man 
is removed either by 
stretcher 
or 
horse ambulance to the nearest dress­ 
ing 
station, 
where he passes from 
regimetnal aid to one of the divisional 
field 
ambulances. 
These 
organiza­ 
tions are composed of three sections, 
each consisting of one section of bear­ 
ers, who collect the wounded, and a 
section in charge of the tent dressing 
stations. 
The advanced dressing sta­ 
tions are pushed as near the front as 
possible. 
On the arrival of the pa­ 
tient, his wounds 
are 
carefully 
a t­ 
tended to and an injection of anti- 
tetanus serum is given. 
The next place of treatm ent is at a 
more or less safe distance behind the 
firing I’ne, geenrally in a church or 
school or other public building, pos­ 
sibly in a tov n. In this larger station 
ihS w ounded man is made comfortable 
and given food and drink. The wound­ 
ed here are assorted as to degrees of 
gravity and prepared for transport to 
the nearest casualty clearing station. 
Transport to and from these stations 
is done by the motor ambulance. 
The clearing stations are generally 
situated at the railway heads so that 
patients can be removed direct to 
ambulance trains. 
In th? true sense 
of the work, these stations are not 
hospitals, although they may retain 
cases of abdominal and head wound? 
when the men can not be removed 
without danger.

The newest procrss for photography 
In color is tho invention cf an English­ 
man who has made his home in this 
country, and it has several advantages 
over the processes which have pre­ 
ceded it. 
This method calls for the 
exposure of%vo plates sensitized for 
all colors, either simultaneously or iii 
quick succession, one through a red 
tyler, the other through a green filter. 
The plates are developed and fixed in 
the usual manner, after which the 
black silver forming the image is re­ 
moved by simple chemical means. The 
plates 
are 
then 
dyed—that 
taken 
through the’ red filter iii a green dye 
and that taken through the green filter 
in a red dye. 
The plates take up the 
dyes in inverse proportion to the origi­ 
nal silver deposit. 
They are then 
brought face to face and bound up in 
register, the combination of the two- 
color images by transmitted light giv­ 
ing a reproduction of the original. 


French Airmen Bombard Factory. 
Paris, May 27.—A French aerial 
squadron of eighteen aeroplanes, each 
carrying fifty kilos (HO pounds) of 
projectiles, this morning bombarded a 
German chemical factory at Ludwig 
Haven, on the Rhine, opposite Mann­ 
heim.

One man in public life

ting crime again.” 
It is the “fright­ 
fulness” theory as applied to Belgi­

The fallacy underlying

of view' is the belief that cruel pun­ 
ishment will 
prevent 
repetitions of 
crime in the same offender, or deter

months. At that rate, American ship- ot*1(rp from following the criminal’s 


yards, public and private, could .sup­ 
ply us with

dozen modern 
subm arines in six months* 
time, if 
they were needed.

Teheran, Persia, May 27.—W ar is 
responsible for hard times in Persia, 
although the country is neutral. Bus­ 
iness and financial conditions could 
be mu worse if Persia were the cen­ 
ter of hostilities. 
Trade has been at 
a standstil since the beginning of the 
war. 
The exchange rate is so unfav­ 
orable that the silver kran, formerly 
worth about ten cents, now brings 
only about 6Ml to 7 cents. 
The gov­ 
ernment. is at its wits’ end iii an effort 
to find money to pay salaries to gov­ 
ernment officials. 
There is an un­ 
precedented scarcity of silver coins, 
and many 
well-to-do 
citizens 
have 
buried all their savings, fearing 
the 
uncertain times of war. 
Trade with foreign countries w’as 
stopped at the outbreak of war. Car­ 
avan flutes are made dangerous and 
risky by the activity of tribesmen and 
bandits. 
The usual large shipments 
of tobacco and opium have according­ 
ly been stopped, with very serious re­ 
sults to the considerable sections of 
the community 
dependent 
on 
this 
trade for their- livelihood. 
Financially Persia is dependent up-j 
oil Russia and England; 
the 
two 
banks, one English and 
the 
other 
Russian, a rc faring serious difficul­ 
ties. . The

/O’ nment orig­ 
inally prohib. 
s of petroleum 
and all sorts oi I ie.I supplies into 
Persia, fearing that, these commodi­ 
ties might indirectly reach Turkey. 
This caused a sweeping rise in the 
price of petroleum, sugar and other 
things. 
The prohibition was abolish­ 
ed some time later, and prices went 
down again, but not to their previous 
level. 
The industrial centers wiiere woven 
faorics, rugs, silver and leather ware, 
sword blades, earthenw are and arti­ 
cles of luxury are manufactured, are 
all in a state of prostration. 
The Ar­ 
menian dealers and agents have re­ 
ceived notices from all their clients 
in England and America that no fur­ 
ther imports >are to be expected for 
a long time. 
The alliance between Russia and 
England has caused much speculation 
and alarm in Persia. W ith only a lim­ 
ited acquaintance with the geography 
and current history of W estern Eu­ 
rope, most .Persians jumped to the 
conclusion that the alliance must have 
some foundation in Persian affairs. 
They soon 
found 
an 
explanation, 
which is still generally accepted. The 
twfo great nations, 
this 
explanation 
avers, decided to put an end to their 
squabbles over Persia by forming an 
aliance and dividing Persia between 
them in accordance with the “spheres 
of influence” established by the con­ 
vention of 1907. 
Accordingly, the 
Persian 
sympa­ 
thies naturally went in most cases to 
Germany. 
The addition of Turkey to 
the list of combatants created a tre­ 
mendous impression, more especially 
upon the clergy. The German legation 
at Teheran fostered this feeling of 
friendship toward Germany. 
Matters 
came near crisis with the discovery 
of a plot to murder the Russian, Bri­ 
tish, French and Belgian ministers. 


The plot failed only because of a pre­ 
mature 
explosion 
of 
some 
bombs 
which were to have been used. 
* Russian prestige suffered a further 
set-back soon afterward when Tabriz 
and Urmia were temporarily occupied 
by the Turks. 
The handful of Belgians residing in 
Persia, most of whom are engaged in 
work as finance controllers and cus­ 
toms officers, has also been the sub­ 
ject of popular animosity, and on one 
occasion nothing but the luckv, ar­ 
rival of a force of gendarmes under 
a Swedish military officer saved the 
finance controller at 
Ispahan 
from 
violence.

on the Bagdad railway. The bridge is 
now’ open for traffic.

from Konia, the terminus of the Ana­ 
tolian railway, to the Euphrates. 
Djerabulus is on

Euphrates, 
northeast of Aleppo, on the border of 
the Mesopotamian desert.

minus of the railway has been for 
several years at Bulgurlu, in Asia 
Minor, and the German engineers who 
have been constructing this section 
of the line have had the tremendous 
task of piercing the Taurus moun­ 
tains with tunnels cut athrough the 
solid rock.

school in Germany for wounded sol­ 
diers who must, because of the nature 
of their injuries, change their trade or 
occupation, has been opened in Dus­ 
seldorf, wit Ii a large attendance. 
In the class rooms of a big indus-j 
trial school formerly occupied by boys 
and girls there now sit hundreds of 
soldiers, 
painstakingly 
learning 
to 
w rite wit Ii their left hand because 
their right has been shot oif, or mas­ 
tering the intricacies of bookkeeping 
, or some similar occupation at which 
| they may hereafter earn their living, 
j 
The project is that of the city of 
[ Dusseldorf, and has the backing of 
i practically every business man in the 
The co-operation of the latter 
is of vital importance, because places 
must be found for the soldiers as soon 
as they have become 
proficient 
in 
their new work. 
The work has three distinct phases. 
aimed to help three .separate classes 
of wounded. 
In the 
first 
division 
come those who if possible are to re­ 
turn to the field, but need engrossing 
occupation during the term of thcii 
convalescence. 
For them a course of 
study ranging from four to six week.- 
lins been instituted. 
Into a second division fall those 
who a re wounded in such a way ibex 
cannot go back to the identical worl 
which they did in peace times, bul 
who, if possible, are to learn some 
other branch of their own trade. Thus, 
for instance, a former mechanic ac­ 
customed to a given type of work can 
be taught the office routine of his 
trade and can be fitted to step into 
tile counting room. 
Into the third class of soldiers fall 
those who must change absolutely 
their trade and kind of work. Their 
course takes the longest, and includes 
a period in which both the men and 
their instructors study the situation 
to see what specialty the men are 
hest fitted for. 
Their education in 
dudes a careful theoretical basis on 
which i5* imposed a practical super­ 
structure. 
Tin huge school building 
in 
the 
Faerberstrasse contains a number of 
classes in bookkeeping and general 
oil ice routine, attended chiefly by sol 
diers who have been wounded in the 
feet or lower limbs and cannot move 
about readily, but who otherwise are 
sound. 
There is a machine shop at which 
a variety of trades can be taught to 
men who are capable of working al 
a machine with their hands, but can­ 
not use their legs to any great ex 
teat. 
A mechanical drawing department. 
a printing shop, a course in architee 
ture for former members of the build­ 
ing trades, who now’ must learn the 
theoretical side of their trades, an 
electrical laboratory, and courses in 
languages for men who have amb: 
tion to become salesmen after the war 
have also been provided. 
Twice a week a prominent Dussel­ 
dorf economist delivers lectures 
on 
industrial and economic 
subjects to 
students who somewhat laboriously, 
but very 
intently 
follow’ 
him and 
compete with 
each 
other much as 
grammar school 
children 
might 
in 
answering the somewhat simple and 
obvious questions 
which 
he 
inter­ 
jects in his address. 
Not the least important side of the 
big school is its employment bureau, 
which works in conjunction with the 
big manufacturing plants of the city. 
Scores of soldiers unfit 
for 
further 
service in 
the 
field 
have 
already 
been placed in both new’ and old oc­ 
cupations about Dusseldorf. 
The school 
is 
absolutely free, as

Germany and Austria to Be Dismem 
bered and 
Independent States 
to Be Formed on Racial 
Basis is the Plan. 


Chicago, 
May 
27.—The 
Chicago 
Herald yesterday printed the follow­ 
ing under a W ashington date: 
The secret understanding on which 
Italy joined the 
allies 
involves re­ 
making not only the map of Europe, 
but a regrouping of all 
the nations 
on that continent, according to infor­ 
mation given to the Herald today by 
an American who has been rn Rome | 
since the war started. 
The 
H erald’s 
informant 
enjoyed 
peculiarly intimate relations with the 
diplomats of all nations stat toned in 
Rome, and his opportunity for secur­ 
ing information was such that w hat­ 
ever he says is worthy of considera­ 
tion. Here are the plans of the allies, 
as outlined by him: 
1. The war shall be continued un­ 
til Germany and 
Austria are forced 
to accept whatever term s 
are given 
them, and each of the 
other 
great 
powers is pledged 
to 
continue the 
war until 
it 
is 
abandoned by the 
unanimous consent of the four. 
2. There shall be no arbitration by 
Holland, America 
or 
other neutral 
powers, but the four allies shall dic­ 
tate the terms of peace. 
3. There shall be three classes of 
nations established in Europe. 
Class 
A shall consist of Great Britain, Rus­ 
sia, France and Italy. Class B shall 
consist of Belgium, Holland, Servia, 
Spain, 
Portugal, Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway, 
Switzerland, 
Rumania, 
Greece and Bulgaria. 
Class C shall 
consist of Bohemia, Poland, Bavaria, 
Crotia, Hungary and the other minor 
states into which by 
racial affinities 
the German 
and 
Austrian empires 
shall be split. 
4. 
Class 
A 
shall 
guarantee the 
peace of Europe. Class B states shall 
be 
entirely 
independent, 
but 
dis­ 
putes between them 
must 
be arbi­ 
trated by the class A states. Class C 
states shall be independent, but have 
no armies of their 
own, 
except for 
police duty, and shall make no inter­ 
national treaties other than commer­ 
cial or postal.
